EMPLOYERS’ LIABILITY 


LAW OPHElfl 


Washington, Jan. 15.—The consti-, 
tutionality of the employers’ liability* 
law passed by congress in 1908, was 
today upheld by the supreme court of 
the United States In all cases before 
it. The court also decided that state I 
courts may enforce that act when lo­ 
cal laws are appropriate. 
i he decision was unanimous and a 
complete victory for the government 
on every point. 
Justice Vandeventer declared con-* 
gress had the right to regulate the j 
re la ti on of interstate 
railroads 
to 
their employes. 
< ongres8 had not gone beyond its 
power by abrogating the common law 
luie that an employer was not liable 
tor the injuries 
resulting 
to 
em­ 
ployes by the negligence of fellow 
servants. 
No one has a vested property right 
in the common law,” said the jus­ 
tice. 


He found that the present law did 
not regulate 
intra-state 
commerce 
and therefore was not objectionable 
rn that ground. 
No object was found in the fac? 
□ut the act did away with the “doc 
Trine of assumption of risk” by em- 
t loves sud resiricted the doctrine of 
contributory negligence.”
